Am confciousto my felf that I write this Paper 

with no other Intention bur that of doing good: 

J never receiv'd Injury from the late Miniftry, 

nor Advantage from the prefent, further rhan 

in common with every good Subject. There 
‘were among the former one or two, who muft be al- 
low’d to Have poſſeſe d very valuable —8* but 
‘Proceeding by a Syſtem of Politicks, which ourCon- 
ftitution could not ſuffer ; and.difcovering aContempt 
of all Religion, but efpeciaily of that which hath 
been fo happily eftablifh’d among us ever fince the 
Reformation, they ſeem to have been juftly {ufpected 
of no very good Inclinations to either. — 

"Tis poffible, that a Man may {peculatively prefer 
the Conftitution of anorker'Country, or an UVsopia 
of his own, before that of the Nation where he is 
born and lives; yet from confidering’ the, Dangets of 
Innovation, .the Corruptions of Mankind, and the 
frequent impoflibilicy of reducing Idea’s to Practice, 
he may join heartily in-preferving the preſent Order 
of Things, and be a trae Friend to the Government 
already fettled. So in Relifies ; a Man may perhaps 
have little or none of it at Heart ; yet if he conceals 
his Opinions, if he endeavours to make no Profelites, 
advances no inypious Tenets'in Writing of Difcourfe: 
‘If according to che common Atheiftical, Notion, he 
believes Religion to be only a contrivance of. Politici- 
ans for keeping the Vulgar in Aw, and rhat'the pre+ 
fent Model is better adjufted than any other to.fo ule- 
fal an End: Tho rhe Condition of fuch a Man as 
0 his own fucure State be very deplorable ; yet Pro- 
vidence, which often works Good out of Evil, can 
‘make even’ fuch a Man an Inftrument for contributing 
towards the Peefervation.of tke Churchy ~~ 

On. the other Gide, I take a State ‘truly in 
danger, both, as co its Religion aad tr, 
when a Set of Ambitious Politicians, Bred up ina 


Hatred to the Conftitution, and a Contempt for all 
Religion, ace forc'd upon sexerting theſe Qualities in 


order to keep or encreafe their Power, by widening 
their Bodin, and aking ie (like ‘AMabomet) fome 
Principles from every Party,» that is any way difcon- 
rented, —2* prefent Faith en it ent >" ane 
was maoifeltly our Cafe...

_ Which they urge om without ceafing, as if no Occafi- 
on in the leaft had been given, bur that all were ow- 
ing to the Infinaations of crafty Men, Practicing up- 
on the Weaknefs of an eafy Pr——~e. I thal] there- 
fore offer among a hundred, one Reafon for this 
Change, which I think would juftify any Monarch 
that ever Reign’d, for the like Proceed . 
‘Tis notorious enough, how highly Princes have 
been blamed in the Hiftories of al] Countries, parti- 
‘cularly of our own; —* the Account of Minions ; 
who have been ever juitly odious to the People, for 
their Infolence and Avarice, and engroffing the Fae 
vour of their Mafters. Whoever bas been the jeaft 
converfant in the Englifb Story cannot but have heard 
Of Gav-fton, the Spencers, and the Earl of Oxford ; 
who by the Excefs and Abufe of their Power, coft 
the Princes they ferv’d, or rather govern’d, their Crowns 
and Lives. However, in the Cafe of Minions, ic 
muſt at leaft be acknowledg’d that the Prince is plea- 
fed and happy, though his Subjects be aggriev'd ; and 
he has the Plea of Friendfhip to excule him, ‘which 
is a Difpofition of generous Minds. Befidesy 2 ‘wife 
‘Mision, tho’ be —* to others, is’ humble 
‘and Infinuaring to his Mafter, and cultivares his’ Fa- 
‘vour by ience and Refpect. But Our Misfor- 
‘tune has been a great deal worfe: Wehave faffer'd 
for fome Years under the Oppreffion, the Avarice atid 
Infolence of thofe, for whom rhe Qu——<t had tei- 
‘ther. Efteem not’ Frierdihip ; who rather feem’d ‘to 
‘fnatch their own Dues, than receive the Pavour 6f 
‘their Sovereign, and were fo far from returning Re- 
fpect, ‘that they forgot common good Manners: ’ 
impos’d on heir Prince, by urging the Neceffity of 
“Affairs of their own creating : They firft rais’d Big 
‘eulties, and rhen offer’d them as Arguments to keep 
ceheinfelves in Power. They unired themfelves apaintt 
Noture and Principle, to a Parry they had always ab- 
horred, aod which was now content to come oe 
mK ——— and their Creatures jn full 
‘P ‘of the Courté “Then rhey urg’d the formi- 
dable Strength of that Party; and the Dangers which 
‘muft folfow by ditobliging of ir. So rhat ir feems 






“almoft 4 Miracle, how a Prince, thus Beſieged on ail 
Sides 5° could’ alone bave ‘Courage and Prodence 
enough to extricate Hetfelf.” Lah, 

‘And indeed there ‘is a Poitit of Hiftory relating to 
‘this Matter, which well defervés to be confider’d. 
‘When Her M— ne to the Crown, fhe took in- 
‘to 'Fayour and oy em feveral Perfons who 


“were efteem’d the beft Friends of the old Conftiruti- 
‘on ; among whom fone were teckon'd further gone 
‘in the High ‘Church Principles (as they are nfyally 
‘¢alled) than two ‘or three, who ‘had ac chat Time 
‘moft Credit, and ever fince, riff within thele few 
“Months, poffeffed all Power'at Court. So that rhe 


‘fart Umbrage given co the Whigs, and the Pretences
